A controversy is now in progress in the New 
York Independent on the Lutheran doctrine of 
Consubstantiation ; that is that the body and 
blood of Christ are present in the bread and wine. 
One, Dr. J. W. Richards sayB that "There is not 
now and never has been any such doctrine as Luth- 
eran Consul >»t antiation," that "no Lutheran theo- 
logian uses or ever has used the word with ap- 
probation," that "on the contrary, the entire body 
of Lutheran theologians from Luther to the pies- 
ent day, have with one voice repudiated the word 
as applied to Lutheran theology and also to the 
doctrine which the word is said to teach,*' might 
have been further confirmed by greatly multiply- 
ing testimonies showing that Lutherans, and 
among these the most recent writers, not only re- 
pudiate hut almost execrate "both the name and 
the thing in the whole and every one of its parts." 

The following is given by a reviewer, as a clear 

and brief st atement of the Lutheran doctrine on 

this subject, which is called oonsabstantiation : 

Lutheran Protestantism "retained tbe Sacramental presence of 
the body and blood of Christ , but not in the form of transubetan- 
tiation ; the sacramental union was tbe basil, and expressed by 
tub, la, and cum pane, under, In and with the elements. Hence 
the term consubetantlaMon, which required tbe doctrine of obi- 
quityflor the presence everywhere of tbe glorified body of Cbrlat 
after a divine and celcstiaK manner.

wisdom and life. 

This sermon seems to have been delivered only 
to his disciples or pupils. It appears that after 
this he spoke to the masses tbe language recorded 
by Luke. Luke was not an intimate associate of Je- 
sus, and he gives another part of tbe Master's ad- 
dress, or an address to the multitude, which was 
first delivered to tbe disciples and afterward to the 
people. This is believed because there is so much 
difference found between these two divine reports 
and it seems that Luke gives parts of another dis- 
course of Jesus, which are similar to the record of 
the sermon supplied by Matthew. It is consistent 
to suppose that Jesus, as he went from synagogue 
to synagogue, to teach to tbe people the gospel, 
he repeated the same truth although the language 
differed somewhat. This will account for the dif- 
ference that is found between Matthew and Luke 
on this subject.

Among the Jews, the usual practice was to sit 
in teaching, and when the followers of Jesus saw 
him thus prepare himself, they knew that be in- 
tended to teach, and so they gathered around him. 
The disciples here meant more than the twelve 
apostles. It has a broader meaning and included 
all who were pupils under his instruction. 


Exegesis of the Ntnun on the Mount. 

We propose to write an exegesis of the Sermon 
on the Mount, to continue through several numbers. 

In some respects this Scripture is one of the 
most important in the Bible. It opens with pro- 
nunciation of a number of blessings upon the vir- 
tuoifs and the faithful, and offers a guarantee that 
no persecution suffered for the sake of a good 
cause or a righteous work will go unrewarded. 
The truth is made prominent that law and order 
are supported by the Son of God, and that he would 
not remove any part until it had accomplished its 
purpose and was replaced by that whieh was more 
desirable. It contains a complete code of rules or 
laws of life to cover and control the relation that 
men bear to one another as members of the hu man 
family, and for the moral life so far as it engages 
the concerns of men in this relation. These rules 
are called least commandments, and one of tbe 
penalties of disobedience is littleness in the king- 
dom of heaven. 

This xermon Was delivered in the most promis- 
ing era of Christ's ministry. He had fairly com- 
menced his work, and the time of rebuking had 
not come. 

Hat. 6: 1— And seeing the multitude, he went up Into a moun- 
tain. 

Christ had been teaching in the synagogues of 

tbe Jews from place to place, and as he went he 

healed the sick and performed many miracles. This 

caused the fame of him to spread throughout the 

land and tbe people flocked from far and near to 

get a glimpse of him and to have their sickness 

healed. The synagogues became too small to con-

This is one of the best and sweetest of words in 
the language. It has something soothing and 
sublime that haloes about it that can better be felt 
than described. 

From our earliest remembrance love was the 
theme of our existence. Before our tongue could 
speak a word, before our feet could support the 
little body, before our senses were perceptible of 
anything else — tbe days when we ccald hide our 
faces in our mother's bosom, love that no one 
could doubt, sparkled in our eyes and showed on 
our countenances. It did not need words to express 
it ; it was there written in the face. 

Now turn back when God said, I will make 
man after my own image, and when He placed 
him in the garden of Eden and promised man that 
he should not taste of death so long as obedient, 
then surely God loved man. But man failed to 
obey and reciprocate ; bis love was alienated from 
God and centered on earthly things, and conse- 
quently sin and death resulted. 

Now come down four thousand years and we 
find God devised a plan to regain-' man's love 
"God so loved the world that he gave his only be- 
gotten Son that whosoever belie veth on him should 
have eternal life." God suffered and now suffers 
much wrong to be tolerated in this world, because 
of the love He has for fallen men. Jeans Christ 
suffered to be spit upon, to be smitten with the 
hands of those whom He came to give his life for, 
to be led away to Mt. Calvary, to be nailed to the 
cross, all for the love of humanity. Christ now 
suffers man to curse His holy name, to daily trans- 
gress every command, a»d even abuse His name 
and use the most hideous blasphemy right upon 
Christ's own earth and under the reign of God's 
own Son. Tet God bestows His blessings upon 
the unjust as well as upon the just, because He is 
a just God and because of His love for man. 

What could any reasonable, sensible man ex- 
pect after all this suffering, toleration and exhorta- 
tion by our Lord, but that we should love Him in 
return for what He has done for us I Then besides 
this does not common sense itself teach us that we 
should love our parents, our brother, that we 
should respect and honor our superiors ! and 
does not ordinary reasoning teach us tbat the 
thing created should honor its creator ! and that 
we should love our Friend who died that we might 
live, that we should love our Redeemer, the one 
who paid the price of our redemption and set us 
free? Our Lord is all this and has been all this. 
Our Lord has not only suffered and endured so 
much that we should love Him only for this, but 
He has gone and prepared a place for us that after 
death we might enter into eternal happiness. Then 
all that is required of us is to duly reverence our 
Father, our Creator ; our Brother, our Friend who 
gave his life for us, our Superior in every respect,

' How are we to reverence our Creator and Re- 
deemer V The answer is lave Him supremely and 
our neighbor also. Our Lord did as much for our 
neighbor as He did for us, and our neighbor has 
as good and perhaps better right to eternal life 
than we have. Then we should, and it is required 
of us, to respect and love our neighbor as we do 
ourselves. This may seem hard to do, but who has 
ever gained any thing by doing other-wise ? On the 
contrary he who bates his neighbor, has often bis 
neighbor's wrath, and consequently our neighbor 
will not do as much for us when at enmity with each 
other, as when love prevails. Neither will our neigh- 
bor, as a usual thing, speak well of us if we have his 
ill will. Therefore we lose even in this life by 
having the ill will of our neighbor, as well as we 
will also lose in the life to come by not loving our 
neighbor. Then where is the gain ? and what is 
the use to go contrary to the law of God and there- 
by receive the wrath of God and man, and when all 
is loss to him who hates his neighbor both in this 
world and in the world to come ? 

If we love our Creator and our Redeemer su- 
premely and our neighbor as our self, we are al- 
most in the kingdom of heaven. For Christ says, 
On this hang all the law and the prophets : Love 
the Lord God with all our heart, soul, mind and 
strength and our neighbor as oarself. Then if we 
supremely love the Lord, we will certainly do his 
will. What is his will? This we all should 
know is bis word— -the Scriptures. 

This does not include our hearts and pockets 
loaded down with human creeds. We may, and 1 
fear we do sometimes, think that if we do the 
church ordinances then we have done God's will. 
This is a fearful mistake. The ordinances are 
the embodiments whereby we show to God and 
man that we do observe God's law. The love in 
our hearts to God is tbat which we show to Him 
tbat our hearts, feet, hands and tongue do serve 
Him, by the use of the same to God and man. 

Paul says, "though I bestow all my goods to the 
poor, and give my body to be burned, and have 
not charity (which is love) it profiteth me nothing." 
Oh, brethren, let us be filled brim fall of this 
love ; not only to our own brethren, but to all man- 
kind. 

"Love is tbe fulfilling of the law." "By this 
shall all men know that ye are my disciples if ye 
have love one for the other." "God is love." "And 
this is love; that we walk after his command- 
ments" — all from God's word. -, 

Then, brethren, let us get rid of every particle 
of malice or hatred or any other alliance with Satan, 
if there be any, and set our hearts heavenward. 
For if we carry hatred in our hearts all through 
life, (for it would not be proper for both parties to 
enter heaven, with hatred or enmity towards one 
another) **e cannot but expect to be cast into out- 
er darkness. We will have to dispose of any such 
and all kinds of unrighteousness before death ' 
knocks at our door, if we ever expect to see tbe 
Lord. Nothing impure or unholy will ever enter 
heaven. 

If it were so, we would gain nothing by obtain- 
ing heaven. If we dislike drunkards, murderers, rob- 
bers, liars, thieves, idolaters, witchcraft, malice, en. 
vy, strife, sedition, lewdness or any and all kinds of 
wicked deviltry, we must get rid of every particle 
that has sny bearing towards such deeds, and 
thereby keep out of eternal perdition. Some per- 
sons or all persons, no doubt, think it an 'esteemed 
privilege and honor to be allowed to speak to a 
king, or queen, an emperor, an empress, a president 
or some other noted human ; but how much more 
should we honor the privilege of speaking to the 
Lord of lords and King of kings I 

We must not expect either the Lord to hear 
our feeble prayers, some not delivered louder than 
a whisper, and then not hear our murmuring", 
backbitings and all kinds of ugly words and whis- 
perings, which are sometimes said louder than we 
would like for them to be spoken. If God hears 
in the one case He certainly will also in the other. 
God don't shut His ears to meanness and open 
them to goodness.
